The largest, most representative 
and most harmonious convention 
that cvfr assembled in Ireland, on 
Tuesday repudiated the plan for a 
limited Irish Council, which was all 
the Liberal Government had to offer 
in fulfillment of its eampaijrn prom- 
ises. This aeliiui kille<l the hope of 
any home rule legislation by the 
present I'arliament. .-reated a serious 
split In the (iovernment's forces and 
may have far-reaching results. The 
temper of the convention was plain 
from the bcyinainff. No one bad a 
word to offer in behalf of tba bill. 
Home rule or nothing was the aaaai> 
mous sentiment, and the resolution 
rejecting the nn'asnre proposed by 
■lohn K. Kedmond coinnian<led every 
vote. The lri^h I'arllamentarians 
had l>een deluged with resolutions 
from town councils and all sorts of 
official aad uaotficial bodiaa alnce 
thay arrived in Dnbiia, all deaouae- 
li^MM|||lll. The country spoke In an 
uflRSffitable voice and the IrlA 
members of rarlisment cbMrfoIly 
acquiesceil iu its will. 

Three thousand delegatea came to 
Dublin to attend the convention and 
soon after the doors of the Ilaasion 
House were opened it waa impoasible 
to get into the building, which was 
packed most uncomfortably. The 
fathering was quieter than most 
Irish Parliament meetings. It lacked 
the spirit of the old home rule jfath- 
erintfs, when Davitt, Dillon, Hcaly 
and other fiery orators hail the cen- 
ter of the stajfc. 'I'he speeches wi-re 
teni])erate, tlii're was llttb' denuncia- 
tion of the (Joveriiment and every- 
thinvr went smoothly. The .\merican 
delegates were greeted entbusiaa- 
ticallv. The keynote of the speeches 
and of several raaolutiOBr introduced 
was that the bill was an insult to 
Ireland. 

John Redmond, who presided, was 
greeted with great cheering when he 
rose to speak. His first words were: 
"The heart of every Irishman in the 
world goes out to .lolui Dillon in the 
hour of his jrreat afflietion." .\ rcs- 
ohiti<m of -.ympathy with Dillon in 
the loss of his wife was adopted, as 
was another for the widow of 
Michael Davitt. who died since the 
last convention and recallin^r Davitt's 
imiirisonment for Ireland's huke and 
•ibe |iart he bore in raising the Irish 
pea-ant from a serf to a free man.'' 

Telegrams of graottac from many 
Irish societies in America and alae- 
where were read, after wbieb Bad- 
mond reminded tba dal^tea tbat 
Ireland'a fltaasa for aelf-govemmant 
would be judged by their conduct at 
this convention. Redmond then read 
the resolution on the Irish bill, wliieli 
was clamorously cheered, as follows; 

Hesolved, That tlii- iiorention, 
representative of Irish national opin- 
ion, especially places on record Its 
sotind conviction that notbinfr can 
satisfy the National .Vssoidati.in of 
Ireland fir brinp jieace and content- 
ment to o\ir people btif a measure of 
safe ffovernment which will give the 
Irish people complete control of their 
domestic aftairs. 

That while we have never wavered 
in our belief tbat it ia impossible to 
produce any logical or workable 
scbeme for responsibility in Ireland, 
short of the concession of home rule 
in accordance with resolution of the 
national directors of February .'>, 1907, 
and with the published declarations 
made from time to time on our be- 
half, we have been wiling to give fair 
considcrati<ni to any scheme pre- 
pared by the British Ministers which 
in their opinion would be consistent 
with and lead up to the lartfcr policy 
to which they were pledged. 

That having considered the .Irish 
Council bill introduced by the Govern- 
ment, we declare tbat it ia utterly 
inadequate in its scope and unaatla- 
factoi7 in ita details and should be 
rejected by the Irish nation, and we 
regard the production of such a 
measure b.v a British Government 
pledged xc home rule as a confirma- 
tion of the position that we have al- 
ways taken that any attempt to set- 
tle the Irish problems by half meas- 
\ires would hp entirely unsuccessful, 
and we call upon the Irish ])artv to 
oppose the bill In the House of Com- 
mons and press upon th'e Government 
with all their strength and power to 
Introduce a measure for the estab- 
lishment of a native Parliament with 
a responsible exeeutlva power over 
all purely Irish affairs, and at this 
crisis in the fortunes of Ireland we 
Invite all the Nationalist forces of 
the country to unite in support of 
our representatives in Parliament 
and enable them effectively to press 
for the speedy and genuine aettle- 
ment of the Irish qtiestion. 

Continuing- Mr. Itcdmond first de- 
nied the claim that he and his col- 
leug^ues were committed to the bill. 
On the contrary, he declared the 
framers of the measure had refused 
hia advice as to the only safe basis 
OB which the proposed oonneil could 
be founded. Th* Irish aamtbers of 



Parliament were not comrmitted to 
any part of the bill or to the (lov- 
ernment. They had voted for its In- 
troduction in order to fulfill their 
promises and so that the (iovern- 
ment's proposals Tui^i-hf be submitted 
to a convention. Summarizing his 
views, Redmond asserted that the 
Birrell bill was not workable and 
therefore would end in disgrace and 
dlaaater;^ its^ilnre arould be ns<*<l 
as aa as a aii am against Irdaad'a 
capacity fo^Mlf-go .ernment and its 
operation WRld restflt in the de- 
moralbsslion of the Nationalist party 
and the existing unity, which was 
Ireland's stronjfest wea|)on. 

.\fter Mr. Kedmond ha<l concluded 
his remarks speeches seeondinjf the 
resolution were made. A. .1. Kettle, 
a vetii;iii !;i.iiie ruli-r. w.-.s the first 
speaker, after which .lohn O'Callag- 
han. of the .\ uie^pica n Itrancti of t le 
Irish League, ard uj l j l A the enthuslai^ni 
of the <lelegafes. J 

"Do you think," he asked, "thnt 
the task of Mr. Bryce in .\merica is 
going to be made any e)<4ier because 
hia coUaaines have :hrowB ia tba 
face of the Irish people tMa meas- 
ure, wkUA you today will tbrow in 
the facea of his colleagues with con- 
tempt?" Continuing Mr. O'Callag- 
han, amid great applaase, assured the 
delegates that so long as England 
gives the Hoers, wh(» fought her 
(eriea of "and beat her''), more home 
rule than the Irish, the lrish-.\nieri- 
cans will prevent the alliance with 
the r 111 ted States which England so 
greatly ilesires. 

Durinir the delivery of the last few 
speeches the delegates were clamor- 
ing for a vote on the resolution, and 
finally Hedmoiid put the questios. 
.Tlo r, a tremendous chorus of 

"ayes and when he asked for those 
who were opposed to its passsge 
there waa no response. TS^a the

time. This persuasion of the I'ope 
e.xjilains the present situation, the 
most extraordinary ia church hiatory. 
It acoounta for the inactivity of the 
Vatican authoritiea in the face of 
the dangera th/eatenlng the Church 
in France and *lso for Uie aucceaa of 
the French Government in carrying 
out the laws aeparatlng Church and 
State. 

Nobody In Vatican circlea believes 
those laws are lasting. Tradition la 
against them. A treaty, signed over 
a century ago by representatives of 
tlie Holy See and the French Oovern- 
ment, m-i'iiii'd to prove a eufficient 
hindrance to the carrying out of the 
new law, and because of this the 
Vatican authorities only made a 
weak oppoaition to the anti-clerical 
aehemea of the French officials. Aa a 
matter of fact, the separation law 
was paaaed before the Vatican au- 
thoritiea realised Ita import, and then 
the astounding claim waa made thai 
the Pope would refuse to aocept it. 
Then came the laveatorie* of the 
churches in France.

.She abused him, threw him out into 
the lane and threatened ebe would 
knock his braina ont. Mra. Murphy 
iisiiertad tliat Jonea remained about 
the honae till ohe had to fUng him 
out. Then he ehaUenged her out 
into the lane to box hua. Bhe had 
also thrown him ont before. 

A very melancholy fatal accident 
occurred at Laharan South, about 
five miles from Cahirciveen, which 
a farmer named Shea lost fate life. 
Ihe ])oor fellow cenrejred yonng 
men and women from his nei);hbor- 
hond who emigmted-to America. He 
remained in town until eveninff, when 
lie left for home, havinp his horse 
iind cart in char^-e. Within a short 
distance of his house his horse and 
eart pot cap8izc<l. He was thrown 
under the cart and killed. The de- 
ceased leaves a wife and tliree young 
children and aB aged father to 
mourn bis loss- 

The body of James Cullen, a far- 
mer, residinif in Monalina, near New- 
lownkennedy. County Wicklow, who 
has l>een missing for over a month, 
was found in a pond at Kiltimon. 
.■\bout five weeka apo Cullen came 
Into Wicklow to pay his rent, having 
in his [Kissession a sum of over $150. 
It is stated that in CDnseiiuence of 
a misunderst andli\p with the apent, 
Frank Keiineciy. Culli'n left the office 
witho\it paying the rent, nnd some 
time afterward left Wicklow for 
home. There was suspicion of foul 
play, but thia was remoTcd when hi;* 
money was found intact. 

Four of Lord Kenmare's linillffs 
IMoceeded to Kiln.mure. some eipht 
miles from Killarney, and distrained 
two cows, the iiro|>erty of Patrick 
Itiordan. for rent. It was stated that 
after the bailiffs had traveled about 
a mile they were attacked. Durinp 
the fracas it is alleged Bailiff Qnirke 
received B stroke of a pHehfork on 
the head, knocking him insensible for 
some minutes, while Bailiff Doyle 
was stabbed with a pike in the left 
arm. One of the bailiffs tnok out 
a reTolver anjl fired several shots in 
the air. The bailiffs atwndoned the 
«ei/ure and repei>t«d the matter to 
the police. 

The question of the breaking up of 
larpe prazinp ranches has spread to 
Kinp's county, and there was a sen- 
i-iational development in connection 
with an extensive tract at Koscora- 
rn>'. situated on the western slopes 
of the Slieve liloom mountains, aliout 
twidve miles from Itirr. and eleven 
from lioscrea. It has been in the 
occupation of Nathaniel I.\ittrell, a 
]>roniiiienl merchant in lioscrea. for 
the jiast sixteen years, nnd is, ii is 
stated, a yearly tenancy as distinct 
from an eleven months' take. Ite- 
cently a large crowd cleared the 
farm of over 300 sheep, alwut thirty 
head of cattle and several horses that 
were driven to Luttrell's establish- 
ment at Roscrea. 

Police and people of Roscommon 
came into conflict over the removal 
of stock off grass farms held under 
the eleven months' system. Early in 
the morning an immense crowd, with 
bands, assembled at Knockcroghery 
and cleared a farm belonging to 
grazier named O'Hrien at Cloones- 
kert. and another held by a man 
named Mealy, of all stiM'k. Police 
were present iu fori-i- and ma<le 
baton charge on the crowd, but th« 
latter were mo numerous, and k\ic- 
ceeded in ilrivinfj off the cattle in 
spite of llicni. For some time past 
tenants have l)een negotiating for 
those farms. Ijnt the terms could not 
be arr.int;ed satisfactorily to the oe- 
eupiers. .\ number of namea were 
taken l)v the police, and proseentloiis

Every one in Vatican circles is as- 
snmlng a broad smile owing to the 
fact that the revelations so solemnly 
promised by M. Clemenceau, the 
French Premier, based on papers 
seized at the palace of the Nunciature 
in Paris when Mirr. MontaK'ninl was 
exi>elled, turne<l out to lui»e t)een u 
fizzle. it was «oini-of filially an- 
nounced that M. Clemencciu held in 
hie dtek very compromising docu- 
ments written by Mgr. Montagnini 
and by the W^ ManiaBts of SUte. 
The Parisian papers, which all of a 
sudden found enough enterprise to 
publish some of the supposed docu- 
ments, have now suddenly become 
silent. A ParllamenUr>' commission 
was appointed to examine the docu- 
ments, and its President, M. Pelletan, 
a former French Minister, pave out 
that the revelations vmuM be as- 
tounding. Nothing, however, lias 
come of it ao far, excepting the fact 
that some of the documents puli- 
lishcd by the Parisian papers were 
clever inventions. It has become ap- 
parent that Clemenceau and Uriand, 
with all the hatred they are nursinij 
njjainst the Church authorities, are 
unable to make any capital OUt of 
the seizP<l documents.

Linens of tomorrow will be Braill- 

lan linens. The Brazilian linen plant 
Is expected to exert an Important 
Influence upon the textile world In 
the near future. It is a common 
weed which reaches a height of eigh- 
teen feet In twelve months. When 
carefully cultivated It matures with- 
in three months, and can yeald three 
crops In a year. The fiber has all 
the qualities neces.sary for high clags 
use, Klreiigth. fineness, flexibility, 
and adaptability for bleaching, dying 
etc. Bvery part of this plant can be 
used for some Industrial purpose, 
more especially for the manufactur- 
ing of writing paper. The culti- 
vation was commenced by the State 
Oovernmeot, and now Is said to have 
emerged from the experimental state 
succt'ssfuUy, Its I'lfllience \slll be 
fell at once. The productions of the 
plantations have been contracted for 
by Britlsb Interests at a highly re- 
munerative rate. The production has 
been patented in the United States.
